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COVER  SKETCH 


This  year’s  cover  sketch  is  o£  the  house  on  Robinson 
Road  owned  by  Carl  and  Joan  Dahl  and  formerly  owned  by 
John  Robinson.  It  was  the  home  of  John  and  Annie  Robinson 
for  many  years. 

The  ’’Robinson  Farm”,  on  which  the  house  is  located  was 
originally  part  of  704  acres  of  land  in  the  south  part 
of  Oakham  owned  by  Alexander  Bothwell,  one  of  the  first 
ten  settlers  in  town. 


In  1777  Alexander  Bothwell  sold  42  acres  of  this  land 
to  Thomas  Mann  of  New  Braintree  who  ran  a  grist  mill 
there  until  1781  when  he  sold  the  property  to  William 
Bothwell.  Perez  Waterman  of  Bridgewater,  Gentleman,  then 
purchased  three  parcels  of  land,  one  of  which  was  the 
42  acre  parcel  east  of  the  road  to  North  Brookfield 
”buildings  included”,  from  William  Bothwell  in  1798. 
Benjamin  Waterman  and  perhaps  his  father,  Perez,  lived 
in  a  house  situated  where  the  Robinson  now  stands  until 
1840  when  it  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  property  then 
passed  through  several  hands  until  1884  when  it  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  Walter  M.  Robinson  of  Oakham.  He  deeded  the 
place  to  his  wife  Lilia  in  1893  who  in  turn  deeded  it 
to  her  son  John  Robinson  in  1917. 

The  Robinsons  ran  this  farm  for  many  years  and  were 
well  known,  among  other  things,  for  the  fine  grade  of 
maple  syrup  and  sugar  which  they  made  and  sold  at  their 
sugar  house  across  the  road  from  their  home.

She  is  a 
long  standing  member  of  the  Ladies  Benevolent  Society 
and  of  the  Friendship  Circle  and  is  not  known  to  miss 
very  many  of  the  Church  Card  Parties  I 

Annie  is  not  only  active  in  all  of  the  above  organi¬ 
zations  but  hardly  an  election  has  been  held  in  the  Town 
without  Annie.  She  has  been  a  Poll  Worker  for  the  past 
50  years. 

When  Annie  and  John  weren’t  working  hard  on  their  farm, 
and  giving  numerous  foster  children  a  home,  they  were 
making  and  selling  some  of  the  best  maple  syrup  you  have 
ever  tasted I

The  dog  year  begins  on  April  1st,  and  pets  should  be 
licensed  by  that  date.  Remember  if  your  own  dog  is  not 
licensed,  the  Dog  Officer  can  do  nothing  if  your  pet 
should  turn  up  missing. 

The  Clerk  receives  the  new  license  books  usually  the 
middle  of  March.  About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each 
year  are  thru  the  mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual 
Rabies  Clinic  (sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  the 
Fire  Station  each  spring) .  SINCE  THE  NEU^  LAW  REGULATING 
WIDTH  OF  ENVELOPES  MAILED--IT  WOULD  COST  THE  TCWN  22^ 
INSTEAD  OF  ISi  TO  MAIL  DOG  LICENSES- -IF  THE  METAL  HOOKS 
ARE  INCLUDED  IN  THE  ENVELOPE--.  BECAUSE  OF  THIS  NO  HOOKS 
WILL  BE  MAILED.  You  will  be  able  to  pick  up  your  hooks 
any  time  you  are  in  the  Town  Hall  area  or  you  can  pur¬ 
chase  "split  rings"  from  any  hardware  store  and  use  that. 
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I  am  sorry  for  the  inconvenience  but  that  extra  7<t:  per

The  following  information  is  needed  for  a  dog  license:

6.  Dog's  sex  (if  dog  is  a  Spayed  Female,  the  Spayed 
Certificate  must  be  shown  the  first  time  that  the 
dog  is  licensed  in  Oakham) 

7.  Exact  date  of  last  Rabies  shot 

DOGS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  BE  LICENSED  WHEN  THEY  BECOME  THREE 
MONTHS  OF  AGE. 

It  is  a  State  Law  that  all  dogs  MUST  be  vaccinated  for 
Rabies  every  24  months.  This  is  for  your  protection  as 
well  as  your  animal's.  CHAPTER  474,  Sections  1^2, 

Acts  of  1979  provides  that  all  dogs  must  be  innoculated 
with  an  approved  rabies  vaccine  BEFORE  licensing.  This 
is  new.  You  must  now  show  proof  of  innoculation  before 
I  can  license  your  dog. 

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license  is  impor¬ 
tant  in  helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identifying 
the  owner  of  a  stray  dog.  Strays  should  be  reported  to 
the  Dog  Officer  (882-3031)  or  Assistant  Dog  Officer 
(882-5291)  within  twenty-four  hours.  Duplicate  dog  tags, 
to  replace  lost  ones,  can  be  made  up  by  the  Town  Clerk 
upon  request  and  are  FREE  I

TOWN  MEETINGS 

Special  Town  Meeting  -  February  8^  1979 


The  Special  Tomi  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
8:00  P.M.  in  the  Multi-Purpose  Room  of  Oakham  Center 
School  by  the  Moderator,  Frederick  H.  Lane.  There  were 
100  registered  voters  and  6  guests  present. 

Action  was  taken  on  the  following  articles  with  all 
votes  both  oral  and  unanimous  unless  otherwise  specified. 
All  motions  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unless  otherwise 
specified.  All  five  articles  approved  by  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  in  writing  to  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  1. 

Motion  made  by  Lionel  A.  Lajoie,  Jr.,  Vice  Chmn.  of 
Oakham  Fire  Truck  Study  Committee.  It  was  voted  that  the 
Town  extend  the  authority  of  the  Fire  Truck  Study  Com¬ 
mittee  to  include  drawing  up  specifications,  advertising 
for  and  receiving  bids  and  to  add  this  information  to 
their  presentation  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  April, 
1979  for  the  Voter’s  decision. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.,  received  from  the  State  as  a  Grant,  and  trans¬ 
fer  this  amount  to  the  Library  account  to  help  operate 
the  Library  in  Fiscal  Year  1979. 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,030.  from  estimated  receipts  of  the  Building  Inspec¬ 
tor,  to  pay  the  Building  Inspector’s  fees  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  1978.

As  a  9/10’s  vote  was  required  (old  bill),  a  show  of 
hands  vote  was  taken:  yes  68  and  6  no.  Declared  passed 
by  the  Nbderator. 

ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate  the  sun 
of  $265.  from  Anti -Recession  Funds,  provided  by  the 
Federal  Government,  to  pay  for  the  legal  services  of  the 
Town  Counsel. 

ARTICLE  5. 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,767.45  from  Anti- Recession  Funds  and 
transfer  the  sum  of  $1,732.55  from  Overlay  Surplus  for 
a  total  of  $3,500.  to  help  operate  the  sanitary  landfill 
for  the  remainder  of  Fiscal  79. 

After  a  discrepancy  was  noticed  by  Dorothy  Lipa,  Town 
Accountant,  the  Selectmen  amended  the  motion  to  read: 
That  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,667.45 
from  Anti-Recession  Funds  and  transfer  the  sum  of 
$1,832.55  from  Overlay  Surplus  for  a  total  of  $3,500.00 
to  help  operate  the  sanitary  landfill  for  the  remainder 
of  Fiscal  79. 

Vote  was  by  Yes-No  slips  and  the  result  follows: 

63  yes  and  37  no  -  100  votes 
It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,667.45  from  Anti -Recession  Funds  and  transfer  the  sum 
of  $1,832.55  from  Overlay  Surplus  for  a  total  of  $3,500.

(as  new  pump) . 

#4  is  1953  Civil  Defense  M3  Army  truck. 

Advertised  for  bids- -range  from  $51,683  to  $57,712. 

Farrah  Co.  of  Woodville,  Mass,  with  $54,000  was  chosen 

by  committee  members. 

Interest  rates  going  up  each  year.  1  to  1  1/2  years 

before  delivery  of  truck  if  we  do  order  now. 

ARTICLE  16. 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  fire 
truck,  funds  to  be  raised  by  $16,000  transfer  from  the 
Stabilization  Fund  and  to  borrow  the  balance  of  $38,000. 
for  a  five  year  period  from  FHA  or  State  House  Note, 
whichever  is  the  cheaper  total  cost.  The  motion  was  re¬ 
stated  to  include  $5,000  from  Revenue  Sharing: 

$16,000  Stabilization  Fund 
38,000  FHA  or  State  House  Note 
5,000  Revenue  Sharing 

After  general  discussion  there  was  a  motion  to  table 
the  article.  2/3rds  vote  is  needed.  This  vote  was  oral 
with  the  majority  against  tableing  the  article  and  3  to 
4  voices  for  tableing.  Vote  to  table  v/as  defeated. 

There  was  question  as  to  the  legality  of  the  use  of 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  as  there  was  no  mention  in  the 
original  article.  The  Selectmen  then  withdrew  their 
original  motion  and  restated  without  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds : 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  fire  truck, 
funds  to  be  raised  by  $16,000  transfer  from  Stabiliza¬ 
tion  Fund  and  to  borrow  the  amount  of  $45,410  for  a  five 
year  period  from  FHA  or  State  House  Note,  whichever  is 
the  cheaper  total  cost.  The  vote  was  by  written  ballot 
with  the  results  being  73  in  favor  of  the  purchase  and 
26  against.  Declared  passed  by  the  Moderator,  (results 
of  balloting  read  after  article  20  was  voted  because  of 
counting  time) 
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ARTICLE  17. 

It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Oral  and  Unaminious. 

ARTICLE  18. 

It  was  voted  to  extend  the  Fire  Truck  Committee  until 
the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  members  to  be  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  16  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  April,  1978.  Oral  and  Unaminious  and 
declared  passed  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  19. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  oral  report  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  to  Investigate  the  Need,  Location  and  Cost  of  a  New 
Highway  Department  Building  as  presented  as  a  report  of 
progress . 

This  report  was  given  by  Chairman  Wesley  H.  Dwelly  vho 
stated  that  the  Committee’s  report  was  basically  the 
same  as  last  year  and  that  they  were  still  trying  to 
obtain  Federal  Funds  to  accomplish  the  fact  of  this 
necessary  building. 

ARTICLE  20. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  approve  the  following  by¬ 
law  in  regards  to  the  consunption  of  intoxicating 
beverages : 

CHAPTER  XV:  CONSUMPTION  OF  INTOXICATING  BEVERAGES 

Section  1.  Whoever  shall,  within  the  limits  of  any 
public  way  located  within  the  Town,  whether  that  public 
way  to  be  a  town  way,  county  highway,  state  highway,  or 
a  private  way  open  to  the  public,  consume  intoxicating 
beverages,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  ($50.00).  This  Section  shall  also  be  construed  so 
as  to  prohibit  the  following:  the  consumption  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  beverages  by  any  person  while  standing,  sitting, 
walking  or  otherwise  present  within  such  or  is  within 
any  vehicle,  whether  parked,  or  moving,  which  is  within 
the  limits  of  such  a  public  way. 

Section  2.  Whoever  shall  consume  any  intoxicating 
beverages  in  any  public  building,  or  on  any  public 
property,  including  parks,  cemeteries,  school  house, 
and  school  grounds,  and  public  squares,  or  in  any  private 
way  or  parking  area  regulated  under  the  provisions  of 
M.G.L.A.  Chapter  90,  Section  18  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 
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Section  3.  The  foregoing  section  (1)  and  (2)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  activity  duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  under  the  applicable  provisions  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  consumes  intoxicating  bever¬ 
ages,  as  prohibited  by  section  (1)  and  (2)  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  arrest,  without  a  warrant,  by  a  Sheriff,  Deputy 
Sheriff,  Town  Police  Officer,  or  State  Police  Officer. 

Vote  was  by  show  of  hands,  74  for  and  1  against. 
Declared  passed  by  the  Moderator. 

NOTE:  This  bylaw  was  signed  and  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  on  August  23,  1979. 

ARTICLE  13. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000  to  be  added  to  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

Vote  was  oral  and  unanimous  and  declared  passed  by  the 
Moderator . 

ARTICLE  21. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  provide  facilities  and 
services  for  rubbish  disposal  purposes  for  the  citizens 
of  Oakham  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000 
to  meet  the  cost  thereof.  Vote  was  by  show  of  hands  with 
54  for  the  article  and  20  against. 

Declared  passed  by  the  Moderator. 

At  this  time,  two  past  Town  Officials  were  recognized 
by  those  at  the  Town  Meeting  and  the  Town  Clerk  was 
directed  to  send  letters  of  thank  you  to  these  individ¬ 
uals:

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  11:30  p.m.

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  any  funds  which  may 
be  allotted  to  the  Town  by  the  Commonwealth  and  raise 
and  appropriate  $3,000.00  as  the  Town’s  share,  these 
funds  to  be  used  for  Highway  Maintenance  and/or  Capital 
Inprovement  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1979. 

ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  make  certain  major  repairs 
on  a  1965  John  Deere  loader  for  the  Highway  Department 
and  provide  the  funds  to  meet  the  cost  thereof  by  trans¬ 
ferring  the  amount  of  $6,000.  from  Federal  Revenue  Shar¬ 
ing.  As  the  Moderator  was  not  able  to  tell  from  the 
voice  vote,  a  show  of  hands  vote  was  taken:  In  favor  17 
and  7  against. 

Declared  carried  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  9. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over  this 
article.  After  considerable  discussion  a  voice  vote  was 
taken.  It  was  voted  that  this  Article  be  passed  over. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:45  p.m.

GENERAL 


This  part  of  our  report  covers  the  period  from 
January  1,  1979  to  June  30,  1979,  inclusive,  in  order 
to  bring  our  reports  in  line  with  the  Fiscal  Year  which 
now  runs  from  July  first  to  June  thirtieth,  inclusive 
of  the  following  year. 

Ordinary  business  of  the  Board  was  carried  on  as  usual 
during  this  period.

Nfeetings  started  at  7  p.m.  with  the  first  half  hour  be¬ 
ing  given  over  to  the  processing  of  invoices  and  pay¬ 
rolls  after  which  the  meetings  were  open  for  hearings, 
general  discussions  etc..  Plans  were  made  for  convert¬ 
ing  the  existing  town  dunp  into  a  sanitary  landfill 
which  would  meet  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  a  contract  was  drawn  up  and  funds  were  pro¬ 
vided  so  that  the  landfill  could  be  put  into  operation 
shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Oakham  for  their  con¬ 
sideration  and  cooperation  and  for  giving  us  the  opportu 
nity  to  serve  them. 
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FINANCES 

The  fiscal  year  running  from  July  1,  1978  to  June  30, 
1979,  inclusive,  was  again  a  very  difficult  period  for 
both  the  taxpayers  and  the  town  officials.  Failure  to 
receive  anticipated  receipts  and/or  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  increased  our  tax  rate  greatly  and  also  made  it 
necessary  to  operate  much  of  the  time  on  borrowed  money 
with  its  acconpanying  high  interest  charges. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  taxpayers,  and  the  town  officials 
and  employees  for  carrying  us  through  this  critical 
year.

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the 
concerned  people  o£  Oakham  who  sipported  our  request  for 
a  new  fire  truck.  It  is  now  under  construction  at  Farrar 
Co.  and  we  are  anxiously  awaiting  delivery. 

The  most  memorable  event  of  the  year  took  place  on 
August  10,  1979,  when  a  tornado  tore  through  part  of 
Oakham,  taking  two  lives  and  leaving  a  path  of  destruc¬ 
tion.  Previous  planning  and  training  proved  beneficial 
as  the  Fire  and  Police  departments  responded  immediately 
to  extinguish  small  fires  and  treat  the  injured.  The 
mammoth  task  of  opening  roads  was  coirpleted  within  hours 
after  the  storm  due  to  additional  help  of  surrounding 
towns  and  many  helpful  townspeople. 

The  rescue  truck  conversion  has  been  coirpleted  under 
the  supervision  of  Captain  Alan  Barr.  The  emergency 
rescue  equipment  now  on  this  truck  has  been  purchased 
with  money  from  donations  and  fund  raising  events.  Hope¬ 
fully,  more  equipment  can  be  added  in  the  future  with 
continued  support. 

The  winterization  project  of  the  Fire  Station  is  prov¬ 
ing  effective  by  showing  a  reduction  in  fuel  cost  to  the 
town.  A  few  additional  inprovements  had  been  added  this 
past  year.

SCHOOL  REPORT  1978-1979 


It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  the  Oakham  Center 
School  closes  out  the  school  year  1978-1979. 

On  the  positive  side,  many  things  have  taken  place. 
Project  MUNCH  received  State  Validation.  This  formally 
identifies  Oakham’s  nutrition  project  as  a  model  that 
other  Massachusetts  Schools  are  encouraged  to  copy. 

The  Science  Curriculum  Task  Force  has  worked  very  hard 
to  provide  the  schools  of  Union  #63  with  a  Science  Cur¬ 
riculum  outline  for  use  in  developing  a  top  notch  science 
program. 

The  Minimal  Skills  testing  program  has  continued  with 
all  of  grades  three  and  six  tested  annually  for  Minimal 
conpetencies .  This  testing  program  gives  substance  and 
direction  to  the  total  school  curriculum. 

As  a  companion  to  the  minimal  skills  test  a  "power" 
test  was  piloted  in  grade  five  this  year.  The  pilot  test 
will  allow  the  school  to  test  students  in  terms  of 
strength  as'  opposed  to  minimal  compentencies. 

The  Instrumental  ^^usic  Program,  under  the  direction 
of  Roger  Boilard,  was  highly  successful.  The  band 
numbered  21  students.

Oakham  Staff  involved  in  the  program  were 
Ms.  Kyle  James  and  Mr.  Mark  Steina.  Funds  for  the  pro¬ 
ject  were  raised  entirely  by  the  sixth  grade  class. 

The  Fine  Arts  program  continued  to  flourish.  Ms.  Jill 
Linsee  co-ordinated  this  year’s  program  of  visiting 
musicans,  poets  and  artists.  Ms.  Linsee ’s  position  was 
provided  by  funds  from  CETA. 
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Development  of  a  new  Teacher  Evaluation  System  was  a 
major  item  added  to  the  administrative  unit  of  the 
school.  The  intent  is  to  fully  evaluate  the  teaching 
performance  of  two  teachers  each  year.  This  year's 
evaluations  covered  one  tenured  teacher  and  one  non- 
tenured  teacher.  The  purpose  of  the  eA/aluation  is  to 
aide  in  self  improvement  and  administrative  decision 
making.

Routine  nursing  services  provided  included:  observation 
and  assessment  of  all  children  for  maintainance  of  apt- 
imal  health,  first  aid  for  injury  and  illness,  home 
visits,  parent  interviews,  counselling  of  parents  and 
students,  assessment  of  special  needs  children,  planning 
for  and  assisting  at  clinics. 

SEPTEMBER:  Mass  State  Law  required  an  immunization 

survey  to  be  completed  on  all  school  children 
this  year.  Those  found  unprotected  against 
diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  polio, 
measles  were  required  to  be  excluded  from 
school.  Immunization  status  on  all  K  through 
6  students  was  checked,  coiipleted  and  neces¬ 
sary  reports  made  to  the  State  Department  of 
Health. 

OCTOBER:  Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  were  completed  on 

all  students.  Appropriate  referrals  were 
made  with  follow-ip.

The  American  Red  Cross  Basic  First  Aid  was 
conpleted  by  the  entire  sixth  grade  class, 
as  part  of  their  requirements  for  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  Cape  Cod  Ecology  Week.

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Overview  of  1978-79  School  Year 


This  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Union  #63  and  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  will 
again  follow  past  practices  of  being  a  brief  overview, 
with  the  knowledge  that  acconpanying  reports  from  the 
individual  school  principals  cover  in  more  detail  the 
major  activities  of  each  school  system. 

The  1978-79  School  Year  found  us  deeply  engaged  with 
ENERGY  CONSERVATION  and  FOUR  PERCENT  CAP  issues.  The 
state  legislative  mandate  to  limit  spending  for  all 
governmental  agencies  caused  our  school  systems  to  face 
issues  that  placed  local  regular  day  school  programs 
into  direct  conpetition  with  outside  state  mandated 
programs  for  limited  budgeted  funds.  Two  such  outside 
programs  expanding  beyond  the  control  of  local  Commit¬ 
tees  has  been  transportation  of  adults  to  habilitation 
centers  under  the  management  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health  and  tuition  and  transportation  costs  for  students 
enrolled  in  state  vocational  schools. 

A  growing  concern  for  the  rapidly  expanding  services 
and  cost  under  Chapter  766-Special  Education  has  like¬ 
wise  captured  the  focus  of  School  Committee  members  and 
represents  another  set  of  mandated  services  that  conpete 
directly  for  limited  funds  and  tend  to  drain  the  re¬ 
sources  available  for  the  "regular"  day  school  popula¬ 
tion.  This  will  be  a  continuing  challenge  for  our  local 
School  Committees. 

Our  member  towns  have  had  significant  financial  re¬ 
lief,  not  always  recognized,  in  the  form  of  many  feder¬ 
ally  funded  projects.  The  1978-79  school  year  was 
particularly  fruitful  in  this  regard  with  much  credit 
going  to  Mr.  Thomas  Cabot,  our  K-12  Federal  Projects 
Coordinator.  His  constant  and  aggressive  efforts  to  keep 
staff  aware  of  available  federal  grants  combined  with 
his  talented  drafting  of  grant  applications  has  gained 
over  $70,000  for  our  systems,  with  the  largest  propor¬ 
tion  of  such  aid  being  reflected  in  materials  and  equip¬ 
ment  that  helps  our  Committees  keep  local  budgets  to 
very  minimal  increases  in  these  areas. 
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One  Federal  project  grant  in  particular  is  worthy  of 
highlight  as  it  will  be  a  continuing  grant  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $35,000  per  year  for  the  next  two  years.  This 
project  was  awarded  to  our  IJhion  #63/Quabbin  system  for 
the  development  of  better  systems  of  assessing  conpeten- 
cies  of  our  students.  Our  systems  have  been  recognized 
as  leaders  in  the  state  in  the  development  of  evaluation 
systems  for  measuring  basic  skills  of  students  and  fol¬ 
lowing  through  with  intervention  and  remediation  services 
for  children  who  show  deficiency  in  our  defined  basic 
skills.  Mrs.  Edith  Morgan,  Assessment  Coordinator,  has 
been  chosen  to  direct  this  project. 

Our  student  achievement  testing  program  was  expanded 
beyond  the  measurement  of  minimal  skills  in  grades  3/6/9 
to  include  a  grade  five  and  grade  eight  measurement  of 
"power"  or  "strength"  of  our  students,  and  thios  our 
school  system,  on  the  nationally  normed  STANFORD  ACHIEVE¬ 
MENT  TESTS.  All  school  systems  received  very  favorable 
results  as  the  averages  for  every  one  of  the  four  ele¬ 
mentary  systems  came  out  well  above  the  National  Averages 
in  the  five  areas  tested. .  .Vocabulary:  Reading  Conpre- 
hension;  Math  Concepts;  Math  Computations;  and  Math 
Applications . 

The  practice  of  including  the  results  of  GRADE  SIX 
Minimal  Skills  Tests  in  this  overview  report  will  con¬ 
tinue  for  the  purpose  of  sharing  with  our  public  one 
indicator  of  the  relative  success  of  our  students  in 
basics;

Students  performed  slightly  better  in  May  1979  than 
those  students  in  May  1978, 

Very  high  percentage  of  students  in  Union  #63  have 
demonstrated  abilities  to  meet  minimum  standards  expect¬ 
ed  of  sixth  grade  students. 

Spelling  performance  is  the  poorest  overall,  but  83% 
of  our  students  are  performing  to  minimum  standards 
never -the -less.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  1978/79  school  year  was,  as  usual,  a  busy  and 
productive  one  in  which  your  high  school  continued  to 
make  strong  progress  in  its  general  quest  for  improve¬ 
ment  and  recognition  as  the  fine  institution  that  we 
believe  it  to  be. 

A  number  of  personnel  changes  in  the  junior  high  re¬ 
sulted  in  vastly  improved  supervision  and,  consequently 
the  general  learning  environment  of  this  important  seg¬ 
ment  of  our  school  was  greatly  enhanced. 

Much  faculty  time  and  energy  went  into  the  third  year 
of  the  schoolwide  curriculum  development  project  and  we 
believe  that  our  curriculum  handbooks  collectively  con¬ 
stitute  as  impressive  a  display  of  this  type  as  is  apt 
to  be  found  in  any  other  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  We 
eagerly  invited  parents  and  interested  residents  to  come 
to  Quabbin  and  review  the  fine  curriculum  work  that  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  staff  since  this  project  was 
initiated. 

Great  strides  forward  were  taken  in  the  area  of  career 
education  with  a  grade  7-12  career  Ed  Program  planned 
and  initially  developed  under  the  direction  of  Nfr.  Albert 
Cormier,  Director  of  Guidance.  Shifts  in  personnel  have 
resulted  in  a  single  counselor  beiug  given  primary  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  inplementation  of  this  plan  and 
residents  are  invited  to  visit  the  new  and  expanded 
Career  Information  Center  located  next  to  the  Guidance 
Department  Office. 

A  high  point  of  the  year  emanated  from  Quabbin ’s 
competency  testing  program  with  Channel  4  News  visiting 
in  October  to  film  a  new  segment  that  was  later  aired 
on  TV  during  the  6:00  p.m.  news. 

Much  time  and  energy  went  into  a  series  of  decisions 
which  resulted  in  the  town  of  New  Braintree  entering  in¬ 
to  a  contract  with  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District 
to  send  their  7-12  grade  students,  on  a  tuition  basis, 
to  Quabbin  for  their  secondary  education.  This  agreement 
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resijlted  in  a  substantial  amount  o£  revenue  which  will 
help  defray  the  local  tax  expenditure  in  the  future, 
and  also  made  it  possible  to  stabilize  the  Quabbin  en¬ 
rollment  which,  like  schools  throughout  Massachusetts, 
had  begun  to  decline.  The  enrollment  stabilization  made 
it  possible  to  preclude  staff  reductions  thereby  avoid¬ 
ing  cutbacks  in  programming  which  would  have  had  a 
detrimental  impact  on  our  own  students. 

Governor  King’s  "tax  cap"  proved  to  be  no  major  prob¬ 
lem  for  Quabbin  since  the  last  four  Quabbin  budgets  have 
averaged  under  4%.  Much  of  our  success  in  this  regard 
is  due  to  the  abundance  of  federal  funding  that  has  been 
brought  to  Quabbin  under  the  skillful  leadership  of 
Mr.  Tom  Cabot,  federal  projects  coordinator.  The  federal 
projects  have  enabled  us  to  continue  to  improve  and  ex¬ 
pand  our  programs  without  having  to  utilize  local  tax 
dollars  to  do  so. 

In  conclusion,  I  once  again  would  like  to  thank  the 
many,  many  people  who  through  their  support  and  belief 
in  us,  have  contributed  so  very  much  to  our  growth  and 
inprovement  as  a  public  high  school. 


Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

SEPT.  1978  -  JUNE  1979 


In  this,  "THE  YEAR  OF  IHE  CHILD",  it  has  been  my  aim 
to  continue  to  strive  to  provide  quality  Health  services 
to  the  children  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District. 
The  "Role  of  the  School  Nurse"  has  been  greatly  expanded 
because  of  the  many  mandated  and  preventive  programs  for 
health  maintainance  and  promotion. 

As  recommmended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health,  routine  physical  examinations  were  given  to 
students  in  grade  seven  by  Stephen  Earls,  M.D.,  School 
Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Physical  Exams 
were  also  given  to  new  students,  those  with  a  health 
problem,  students  in  the  Special  Education  Program,  and 
to  all  students  participating  in  sports.  Written  notices 
were  sent  home  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found 
to  have  any  physical  defects. 
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Vision  and  hearing  examinations  were  given  to  all 
students.  Re -check  examinations  and  absentees  were 
couple  ted  by  the  school  nurse,  and  notices  were  sent 
home  to  the  parents  of  children  who  failed  the  test. 
Students  in  grades  7^9  were  weighed  and  measured. 

Quabbin  Student  Confidential  Special  Consideration 
List  was  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Quabbin  Faculty. 

Reports  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  were  conpiled  and  submitted  as  requested. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  the 
year  were: 

personal  interviews,  referring  students  to  the  Mass. 
Rehabilitation  Commission  for  evaluations,  first-aid, 
inspections,  exclusion  of  ill  students,  counselling, 
planning  with  and  assisting  the  school  physician  with 
clinics  and  physical  examinations,  conferences,  order¬ 
ing  all  health  supplies,  and  notifying  parents  of  chil¬ 
dren  with  vision  and  hearing  failures  and  with  physical 
defects.  Home  Assessments  were  made  on  all  students 
with  Special  Needs  being  evaluated  under  the  State  Law, 
Chapter  766.  I  was  involved  in  23  Core  Evaluations  and 
attended  the  Core  Team  Meetings.
